Speed Watch teams step up 
patrols with help from police 


VOLUNTEERS from South Somerset Commu¬ 
nity Speed Watch teams have stepped up their pa¬ 
trols this month thanks to support from police 
units. 

Police will be providing staff from local beat 
teams, the Speed Enforcement Unit and Road 
Policing Unit to back-up the committed volunteers 
in places they regularly work across the district to 
help reduce the danger from speeding vehicles. 

Local neighbourhood manager, Inspector Tim 
Coombe, said: “The Community Speed Watch 
(CSW) volunteers are a very important piece of the 
jigsaw for helping reduce speed in areas where 
there is clear community concern. 

“By supporting their work with staff and officers 
with enforcement powers, we seek to maintain the 
element of uncertainty for passing motorists, fur¬ 
ther strengthening the roadside action of CSWs. 

“I would like to see us not have to prosecute any¬ 


one throughout the week, but data gathered from 
the teams suggests this will not be the reality as 
drivers continue to abuse speed limits, particularly 
on main roads thorough rural communities.” 

Police were planning to take part in up to 50 
speed checks across the area this week up until 
April 12th. 

Stuart Hunter, chairman of the South Somerset 
Community Speedwatch Group said: “The Speed 
Awareness Week across the South Somerset area 
will demonstrate, by working closely together, the 
continuing commitment of both police and com¬ 
munity volunteers to get the ‘Don’t Speed’ mes¬ 
sage across to drivers. 

“The primary aim of this high profile initiative 
is not to catch drivers out, but more to make them 
aware of the impact excessive speed has on the 
community, both from a safety and quality of life 
point of view.” 


Citizens'Advice Bureau launches new phoneline 


SOUTH Somerset Citizens' Advice Bureau has 
joined up with other branches in across the 
county to deliver a new telephone advice serv¬ 
ice. 

From April 13th, clients needing to contact the 
bureau for assistance should call 03444 88 9623. 
Calls to this number will cost the same as a land¬ 
line call. 

South Somerset Citizens' Advice Bureau has 
joined forces with other local branches to im¬ 
prove the delivery of telephone services through 
a system called Adviceline developed nationally 
by Citizens'Advice and tried and tested in other 
areas. 

When a resident from South Somerset dials the 
number, their local dialling code will be identi¬ 
fied and, in the first instance, their call will be 
routed to South Somerset Citizens'Advice Bu¬ 
reau. If there is no one available in South Somer¬ 
set, the call will go to another bureau in 
Somerset. 

Already, the client has a better chance of get¬ 
ting their call answered. If, however, all advisers 
in Somerset are occupied, the call will be di¬ 


verted to a Citizens'Advice contact centre where 
trained staff can deal with their query. 

Georgina Burton, chief executive of South Som¬ 
erset Citizens' Advice Bureau said: "We know 
from MORI research, that many people want to 
be able to access our service by telephone. Ad¬ 
viceline will help more clients get the advice they 
need in the way that they want. 

"All Adviceline staff are fully trained and if an 
issue is not complex, they can provide informa¬ 
tion to anyone, no matter where they are. 

"If a client needs more detailed advice, Advice¬ 
line has an inbuilt 'work queue' process that 
means people can be quickly referred to their 
local bureau for follow up advice. 

"Many other CAB services across the UK have 
already adopted this collective approach to 
meeting telephone demand with a great deal of 
success." 

Any residents who are deaf or hard of hearing 
can call 03444 111 445 to access a dedicated text 
relay service. Calls will cost the same as from 
landlines and the caller will be able to use their 
text phone.

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Rotarians enjoy talk on last Vulcan bomber 
ahead of its final appearance at Yeovilton 


AS the last remaining Vulcan bomber, XH558, is 
set to draw in the crowds at its final engagement 
at Yeovilton Air Day this year, members of the 
Rotary Club of Ilminster were thrilled to welcome 
former RAF navigator Paul Bradly to speak on 
the subject. 

Paul, a Somerset lad born in Crewkerne, joined 
the air force at age 19 as a bomb aimer navigator, 
and after his training joined the radar crew in 
1962. 

The Vulcan was originally commissioned just 
after the Second World War as part of a Quick Re¬ 
action Alert Force and could be airborne in four 
minutes. 

During this Cold War period, and amid concerns 
over the nuclear threat from the Soviet Union, in 
addition to conventional weapons Paul explained 
that the Vulcan’s primary aim was to drop nuclear 
bombs, which had such exotic names as Red 
Beard, and Yellow Sun. 

Paul (pictured) had actually flown missions in 
this revered bomber and explained that there was 
a crew of five on board, on permanent readiness 
and working 40 day shifts in rotation. In addition 
to two pilots, the crew included two navigators 
and an electronics officer. 

Squeezed into a tiny cockpit, it was only the pi¬ 
lots who had ejector seats; the other crew mem¬ 
bers sat below the pilots, facing backwards and 
in total darkness. 

Although some training flights took place in the 
UK, many were carried out over the sparsely pop¬ 
ulated areas of north east Canada, operating from 
the air base at Goose Bay. 

In addition to the Vulcan’s warfare role there 
were occasional one-off activities. One memo¬ 
rable occasion was when the crew were selected 
to perform the Vindicator bomber flying se¬ 



quences in the James Bond film “Thunderball”. 
The film company made a donation to the RAF 
Benevolent fund and Paul, along with his col¬ 
leagues, was invited to spend the day at Pinewood 
Studios where they got to meet Sean Connery and 
Christine Auger, the female lead. 

The Vulcan was eventually replaced for active 
service by the Tornado aircraft, with many going 
to museums. However, a band of enthusiasts de¬ 
cided to get one aircraft, the XH558, back into the 
air, which they managed to achieve in 2007. 

This year will see its last airborne appearance at 
this year’s Yeovilton Air Day on Saturday, July 
11th, as technical problems make it difficult to 
maintain flying approval.

Over the last year, thanks to the programme, young 
people in the county have gained new skills in chil¬ 
dren’s centres, nurseries, schools, in transport and IT 
services, and even the County Hall canteen. 

Graduates from the scheme are now encouraging 
other organisations and companies of all sizes to fol¬ 
low in the council’s footsteps. 


Kane Clarke, who benefitted from the scheme in its 
first year, said: “Before joining the council I wasn’t 
sure what direction my future might take. The Path¬ 
way to Employment scheme gave me an opportunity 
at a time I most needed it. 

“I’ve now been at the council for a couple of years 
and in that time I’ve had two promotions.” 

Apprentice Aaron Dyte added: “Other organisations 
and businesses should think about starting up their 
own Pathway to Employment scheme. It would help 
create even more opportunities in different sectors to 
the wide variety of people who live in the county of 
Somerset.” 

Councillor Anna Groskop, cabinet member for HR 
and Transformation at Somerset County Council, 
said: “We really are keen for other organisations, big 
and small, to adopt this scheme, and see for them¬ 
selves just how rewarding it is to be able to give valu¬ 
able experience and training to young people from a 
range of different backgrounds, both for those indi¬ 
viduals, and for a company.”

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TIPS FOR UNDERSTANDING 

PERMITTED DEVELOPMENT 


ONE: Big home improvements like loft 
conversions and extensions can often be 
done under your home's permitted development (PD) rights.This 
means you don't need planning permission, as long as you stick 
to the rules governing width, height, materials, etc. You can apply 
to your local council for a lawful development certificate for 
building workthat doesn't require planning permission. When you 
come to sell your home, this certificate can be really useful 
because it proves to the buyer and their solicitor that the work is 
lawful.

FOUR: Until May 30 2016, most houses (exceptions apply) can 
build a longer rear extension without planning permission than 
would normally be allowed under permitted development. For 
detached houses, rear extensions can be 8 metres instead of 4 
metres long, and for attached houses, 6 metres instead of 3 metres. 
Flowever, the council will consult your immediate neighbours 
about your planned extension and if any object, it can uphold their 
objection and refuse permission for the extension. 


TWO: The PD rules can be different for different types of house - 
with loft conversions, the permitted size is 40 cubic metres in 
terraced houses, and 50 cubic metres in detached and semi-de¬ 
tached houses. The PD rules can also be different on 'designated 
land', which includes conservation areas and Areas of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. For example, loft conversions are not permitted 
development on designated land. If your home's listed, the rules 
are much stricter and even minor 
alterations can require listed building 
consent from your local council. 

TFIREE: Flats and maisonettes don't 
have PD rights and some houses have 
had theirs removed - this is sometimes 
the case on designated land. Permit¬ 
ted development isn't just about 
major building work; if your home 
doesn't have PD rights, you may need 
planning permission for things as 
simple as erecting a garden shed, 
decking your garden and painting the 
building's exterior. 


FIVE: To find out about planning rules, go to www.planningportal. 
gov.uk, where the information includes guides to popular building 
projects and an interactive house and terrace. Flowever, the most 
accurate way to find out which rules and regulations apply to your 
home and proposed building project is to speak to your local 
council. You may not realise, for example, that you live on 
designated land or in a house that has had its PD rights removed. 
It's always best to check first.

"It's a shame they are all in a batch, but the Dart¬ 
moor's Mixed Open at Flete Park on 18 April is one we'll 
look at." 

Chapoturgeon, making his first appearance since fin¬ 
ishing runner-up in Stratford's 2013 Horse & Hound 
Cup, sauntered home in the Mixed Open. 

"He's a very special horse to us and I'll always remem¬ 
ber him and Jack coming up the Cheltenham hill to fin¬ 
ish second in the 2012 Foxhunter,"said Jack's mother, 
Sarah. 

"We took him to the Blackmore & Sparkford Vale 
(B&SV), but didn't race owing to the soft ground, and 
then it was too testing at Cheltenham. The plan is to 
run him in small races this season, but Jack says he's 
been jumping out of his skin and feels better than 
ever." 

Siege OfTroy outsprinted Doyen Dynamo after the 
pair had been held up in a slowly run Restricted con¬ 
test. 

"We rode him like that to get him jumping when he 
won at the B&SV," explained Paul Barber, joint owner 
with Ken Biggins. 

"He's been an unlucky horse, as he fell when in con¬ 
tention at Woodford two years ago, missed last season 


and was concussed when brought down at Larkhill in 
January." 

Will's hopes of becoming the second jockey to ride 
six winners at a meeting - John Mathias achieved the 
feat at Cilwendeg in March 2011 - were dashed when 
Athreeothree never looked like catching Maurice 
Scott's Steel Brush (Matt Hampton) in the three-mile 
Maiden. 

"Tom Malone found him in Ireland two months ago 
and he's better for a very good run when runner-up at 
Kilworthy a fortnight ago,"reported Bishop's Nympton 
trainer Keith Cumings. 

Loose Preformer and 26-year-old Somerton farrier 
Hedley Webb made much of the running to complete 
a seasonal hat-trick in the Members. 

"I bought him privately from Mike Hawker in May on 
Liz Dorse's recommendation,"said Hedley. 

"I was in cloud cuckoo land when we beat Double 
Bank at Kilworthy, but the dream is to contest a Hunter 
Chase. He must have good ground." 

The two pony races were won by Daniel Cox, 14, 
aboard Wee Antony in the 138cms race and Finley 
Marsh, 16, riding Song Bird (148cms).
